Southward, the 
French main body is secured by a 
Maginot Line that may melt in the 
inferno and let in the -lava. Here 
are the main military reasons for 
this situation:

1. France did not fortify from the 


Maginot Line to the sea strongly 
enough nor did she hold this Little 
Maginot Line with firslline troops and 
good generals, The little line crack- 
ed, exposing the flank of the first- 
line troops who went into Belgium.

Air power and mechanization have 


made possible a speed in attack hit- 
herto impossible. They have multi- 
plied a thousand-fold the Civil War

Jackson's 'front cavalry" to march 
across the front of a federal army, and 
let Jcb Stuart's horsemen ride around 
one army and paralyze it by cutting 
its communications and destroying its 
supplies. 


All this was clemonsrtaled over a 


yea,, ago in Spain, and last September 
m Poland. But the allies either had not 
grasped the lesson or were unprepared 
to apply it. 


In 1914 the allies were unprepared 


lor German mobile heavy artillery 
and sw;mn.s of machine guns, yet 
finally they met this attack because 
Ihey could use their own rear areas 
to move troops and supplies as fast 
as the Germans could move theirs 


Superior air power and mechanizat- 


ion have changed that. To repel a 
Nazi attack today is about as easy 
to^ bring order in a madhoose.

Arnold, 1G, of the Melrosc commun- 
ity, who was accidentally shot to death 
Saturday, May 25, will be held at the 
Herndon-Cornelius funeral home at 
2 o'clock Tuesday afternoon, with 
burial in Hobison's cemetery neai 
Hope. 


Correcting a 
report 
which was 


rendered soon after the accident, and 
which was published in Saturday's 
Star, Dr. J. H. Weaver, Hempstead 
county coroner, said the shooting was 
clearly an accident, verified by eye- 
witnesses from the Arnold family. 


With complete information before 


him, Dr. Weaver said Monday that it 
appeared that young Arnold's death 
was indirectly due to an earlier in- 
jury. 
Tlie boy had gone squirrel 


hunting in company with other boys. 
The undisputed evidence was that 
young Arnold, who several months 
ago injured one arm, was unable to 
use that arm normally. 


On the squirrel hunt Saturday young 


Arnold sustained a fall, and, unable 
to brace himself wi.th his injured arm, 
10 accidentally discharged his gun.

U.S. in All History Has 


Built Only 


46,000 


WASHINGTON -</r>_ Germany is 


luoducing airplanes at the rate of 36,000 
annually and in all the history of 
American aviation only 46,000 have 
been manufactured, John Jouetl, pres- 
ident of the Aeronautical Chamber of 
Commerce, told the National Aviation 
Forum Sunday night.
